Bedding— 

Bring your own bedding, including 
pillow cases, sheets, blankets, or quilts.

The story of the Pool of Bethesda is 
' one of the most fascinating in all the New 
Testament. Many commentators have 
suggested that this strange story about 
an anzel’s coming down from heaven to 
| trouble the pool is a myth or legend with 
‘ no basis to it. But to a person who knows 
the Lord and reads the Word of God, 
the story is to be accepted just as readily 
| as any other miracle of the Bible. When 
_ we read about the pillar of fire and the 
- cloud, the sun standing still in the midst 
- of heaven, the fall of the walls of Jericho, 
and other similar events, then we must 
ecknowledge that the story of Bethesda’s 
pool is also to be received by faith as 
being a miracle of God in Israel. 

Bethesda means House of Mercy, or 
The Flowering Water. Today in Palestine 
it is known as The Pool of the Virgin and 
is located a little north of the Pool of 
Siloam. 

In verse 8 of the text we see a multi- 
tude gathered about the pool . . . im- 
notent, blind, lame, withered, rich, poor 
literate, illiterate, etc. It is a crowd rep- 
resenting all classes of people. If one 
will look closely at every crowd in the 
Bible we will always see ourselves. What 
the Bible said about the people of that 
day is also directed to the hearts of 
people in this dav. This particular crowd 
gathered about Bethesda’s Pool does not 
represent a crowd of sinners. Sinners are 
not lame, they are dead. Sinners are not 
withered, they are dead. Sinners are not 
impotent, nor blind, thev are dead .. . 
dead in trespasses and sins. THESE 
WERE ISRAELITES, GOD’S CHOSEN 
PEOPLE, AND THEY REPRESENT 
PEOPLE WHO HAVE BEEN QUICK- 
ENED FROM THE DEAD, BUT WHO 
ARE SPIRITUALLY SICK. 

1. SOME WERE BLIND.’ What is 
wrong with a blind man? Nothing. Only 
he cannot see. He sees no beauty around 
him. You seldom find one in a place of 
trust or responsibility. He is the recipient 
of charity, and often becomes a beggar, 
or a seller of lead pencils and shoe laces. 
He cannot distinguish faces, see colors, 
gaze upon the heavens . . . his world is 
dark He can talk, think, walk, eat, and is 
normal in everv way ... only he is blind.

Do 
you see Africa and India in heathen 
bondage? Do you see your neighbor on 
the road to hell and have you talked to 
him about Jesus?

“I don’t do this. and I 
don’t do that.” Thev are so good they are 
“ood for nothing. Their main prayer is. 
“Tord, forgive us for the sins of omission 
and commission. And their main testi- 
mony is “Pray for me that I'll hold out to 
the end.” Tf von ask them to pass out 
tracts thev are NOT ARLE. If you ask 
them to join a prayer chain and prav a 
half-hour dailv. they are NOT ABLE. 
If thev are asked to come to church more 
often. thev ere not eble. If you tell them 
to ston robbing God and nav tithes, thev 
are not able. Oh. dear friends, let’s stop 
living with the attitude that we will make 
heaven by the skin of our teeth, and let’s 
ctort living so as to have an ABUNDANT 
ENTRANCE into the kingdom. If you 
are impotent (not able) then you need 
to teke vonr nlace with the crowd at 
Bethesda’s Pool.

Each time the angel of 
the Lord came to trouble the waters of 
the pool, someone always got to the pool 
before this man, and patiently he retired 
to his place, hoping to be the first into 
the pool next time. But the years were 
rolling by and his condition was getting 
worse. Then, suddenly, a commotion 


started among the crowd. It was Jesus of 
Nazareth who had come into one of the 
porches. Looking upon the man, Jesus 
heard a recital of the years of infirmity, 
the days and months of pain, discontent, 
unhappiness. Then fastening the most 
loving gaze in earth or heaven upon him, 
the Lord said, “Wilt thou be made 
whole?” The man said, “Lord, I have no 
man to put me into the pool when it is 
troubled. Someone always gets ahead of 
me. Others get blessed, but I don't re- 
ceive anything ... but, Oh, yes, Lord, I 
want to be made whole.” Jesus said, 
“Rise, take up thy bed, and walk.” He is 
still saying those words today to those 
who have once had an experience with 
God, but who are now blind, lame, im- 
potent, and withered, waiting for the 
moving of the waters in the Pool of 
Bethesda. 


The Jehovah ot the Old Testament

Several years ago when our beloved 
Robert J. Craig was living he said to me 
one day in Giad tidings Temple, “Some 
of our preachers are saying that the Je 
hovah of the Old Testament and the 
Warist of the New Testament are identi- 
Cai. Lt this is true, the so-called New 
issue peopie have a strong argument and 
cur position has been greatly weakened.” 
‘Vine other day here in the Pinellas Park 
kiome one of our evangelists who was 
eating dmner witn us said to me, “Have 
you read any of Dr. ~.:..:.. ’s books?” I 
said, “No.” Said he, “f bought one the 
other day, and have been surprised to 
learn that-he insists that the Jehovah ot 
the Old Testament is the Christ of the 
New. He not only makes the assertion, 
but he repeats it, and then emphasizes it. 
It is a new idea to me. What do you think 
of it?” I replied that perhaps we are too 
ready to accept what some person has 
said, especially if the name of the per- 
son carries with it considerable weight. 

The object of this brief article is to in- 
quire if the assertion is true. The article 
must be brief for I am writing under 
handicaps that are hard to overcome. I 
shall call attention to just two passages 
of Scripture although there are many 
others that are equally clear and con- 
vincing. 

The first passage is in the Second 
Psalm, which is recognized by all schol. 
ars as distinctively Messianic. Mark the 
second and third verses: “The kings of 
the earth set themselves, and the rulers 
take counsel together, against the Lord, 
and against his anointed, saying, Let us 
break their bands asunder and cast away 
their cords from us.” It will be noted that 
both Jehovah and His Anointed are made 
mention of. Is this what we call in rhe- 
toric redundency? Is Jehovah the same 
as his anointed? Of course the reader 
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knows that the meaning ort His Anointed 
is His Messiah or His Christ. This pas- 
sage, theretore, seems to prove quite 
vlearly that the Jehovah of the Old 
testament is the Father and not the 
von. Lhe second passage I shall intro- 
Guce iS eVen More convincing. 

it is i:saim 110, which is very frequent- 
ly re:erred to in the New Testament. 
ivote the tirst verse: “Che Lord said unto 
my Lord, Sit thou at my right hand, un- 
tui L make thine enemies thy footstool.” 
by the Lord is meant, of course, Jehovah. 
‘tne capital letters with which the word 
Lord is printed so indicate. An incident 
occurred in the lite of our Lord here upon 
earth that the Holy Spirit has regarded 
as of such great importance that He has 
caused it to be recorded in each of the 
so-called Synoptic Gospels, Matthew, 
Mark and Luke. Our Lord said to His 
adversaries, “What think ye of Christ? 
whose son is he?” They said, “The son 
of David.” He said, “How then doth 
David by the Holy Ghost, call Him 
Lord, saying, The Lord said unto my 
Lord, Sit thou on my right hand until I 
nake thine enemies thy footstool? If 
David then call him Lord, how is he his 
son?” His adversaries were silenced. 
They had no reply; they knew not what 
to say. We know that when our Lord, 
after His death and resurrection, as- 
cended into heaven He sat down at the 
right hand of the Father. Peter in his 
Pentecostal sermon explained the out- 
jouring of the Spirit by telling the people 
that Christ had risen from the dead and 
tad ascended into heaven. He said, 
“Therefore being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received of the 
father the promise of the Holy Ghost, 
Fle hath shed forth this which ye now 
see and hear.” This appears to be quite 
convincing unless we are unwilling to 


be convinced. 

Notice verses 7 to 9 of the second 
Psalm: “I will declare the decrees the 
Lord hath said unto me, Thou art my 
Son; this day have I begotten thee. Ask 
of me, and I shall give thee the heathen 
for thine inheritance, and the uttermost 
parts of the earth for thy possession. 
Lhou shalt break them with a rod of iron; 
thou shalt dash them in pieces like a 
potter's vessel.” In these verses the Son 
speaks. This is made very clear in the 
Epistle to the Hebrews. If this passage 
does not prove that the Jehovah of the 
Old Testament is not the Christ of the 
New Testament, but that He is the 
Father, it proves nothing concerning the 
Godhead. 

We are assured in the Word that “All 
Scripture is given by inspiration of God.” 
The Epistle to the Hebrews is a part of 
Scripture, and in this Epistle we are af- 
forded a somewhat lengthy discussion 
of the priesthood of the Lord Jesus. And 
we are definitely told that “Christ glori- 
fied not himself to be made an high 
priest’; but that He was so constituted 
by Him who said, “Thou art my Son, | 
today have I begotten thee.” And Again: — 
“Thou art a priest forever after the 
order of Melchisedec.” Who thus spake? 
We are definitely told that it was Je- 
hovah. 


Now, if the Jehovah of the Old Testa- 
taent is the Christ of the New Testa- 
ment, the facts involved require us to 
conclude that the statement that “Christ 
glorified not himself to be made an high 
priest” is not a true statement. Of coures 
we know it is true, for it is a part of the 
infallible Word of God. “Let God be true 
and every man a. liar.” So it is quite evi- 
dent that the Jehovah of the Old Testa- 
ment is not the Christ of the New Testa- 
ment. 


A messenger of Jehovah appeared to 
Moses in the wilderness of Sinai, and in 
the New Testament He is called the 
angel of the bush. See Acts 7:35. Un- 
doubtedly this “angel . . . in the bush” 
is the Christ of the New Testament, or 
more strictly speaking was He who be- 
came the Christ of the New Testament 
when His became incarnate in the per- 
son of Jesus of Nazareth. That He spoke 
to Moses in the first person so that it 
appears that He was Jehovah is con- 
ceded, but it must be remembered that 
the Christ of the New Testament was 
“The Word of Jehovah” in the Old Testa- 
ment. See John 1:1. In the Old Testament 
we frequently read of “the angel of the 
Lord” or the angel of Jehovah, and it is 
safe to assume that in each case the 
reference is to the second person of the 
Trinity. 


Failure to recognize these facts has led 
many Bible students to reach the wrong 
conclusion, namely that the Jehovah of 
the Old Testament is the Christ of the 
New Testament. 
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The Rapture of the Church and the 
Great Tribulation

A recent article in a California publi- 
cation teaches that the saints must go 
through the great tribulation, to be tor- 
tured and martyred before the rapture of 
the church. Permit me to present the 
truth of God’s word concerning the rap- 
ture and the great tribulation. 

“There is to be a time of trouble, such 
as never was since there was a nation 
even to that same time: and at that time 
thy people shall be delivered, every one 
that shall be found written in the book.” 
Dan. 12:1. Some have said the deliver- 
ance promised here is to the Jews only, 
Daniel’s people means more than the 
Jews. He stands for God’s people whose 
names are recorded in heaven. Heb. 12: 
23. Rev. 20:12-15. 

The first event of the coming of the 
Lord will be the rapture of the church. 
This takes place before the great tribula- 
tion. God’s people will be taken out. 
This has been the hope of the church in 
_all past ages. In I Thessalonians 4:13-18. 
He gives us a picture of how this event 
will take place, how the dead will be 
raised and the living will be changed and 
all caught up together to meet the Lord 
in the air. He said, “Comfort one another 
with these words.” Would it be a com- 
fort to you to say that you will be drag- 
_ ged to the stake and suffer severe torture 
by fire, and fingernails being pulled off 

with pincers, and live skin pulled away 
from quivering flesh, eyes burned out 
with red hot irons, boiling metal poured 
into ears and down throats, limbs torn 
from bodies by horrible stretchers, tor- 
mented, broken and torn in ways almost 
_undescribable? All this wouldn’t offer 
much comfort. These things will take 
place during the wrath of the Lamb, 
Rev. 6:17, or the great tribulation after 
the church is raptured out. God said in 
I Thes. 5:9. “For God has not appointed 
us to wrath but to obtain salvation by 
our. Lord Jesus Christ.” (Or as Wey- 
- mouth gives it, “God has not destined us 
to incur His anger”. ) 

If God plans for the saints to go 
through the tribulation, He has contra- 
dicted His own teaching. But we know 
His plan is to take the church out at His 
first appearing. We may notice in this 
chapter ( I Thes. 4) the contrast in His 
coming with other Scriptures that record 
the promise of His coming. Here He 
does not come clear to the earth. While 
‘in Zechariah 14:4, His feet shall stand 
upon the mount. In Revelation 19:11-16, 
He comes as the conquering one, taking 
vengeance on them that know not God 


(2 Thes, 1:7-8). 
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In this 4th chapter of I Thessalonians, 
He comes not to the earth, but in 
the clouds near the earth and calls His 
children out. Here He comes as the 
peaceful one. 


When Christ was taken up from earth 
to heaven, Acts 1:9-11, His followers 
stood gazing up into heaven when sud- 
denly two heavenly messengers appeared 
and said, “This same Jesus, which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall so 
come in like manner as ye have seen Him 
go into heaven.” He went up suddenly 
and He will come back the same way. 


Some morning in the near future men 
and women will be awakened by the 
shouts'of newsboys yelling, Extra, Extra, 
people missing everywhere. Telegrams 
will be dispatched from coast to coast, 
phone lines will be kept busy, people 
trying to find their loved ones. Men and 
women will look into baby cribs and find 
babies gone. Men will miss their wives, 
on searching will find their night clothes 
in the bed. Men will be walking with 
their wives, maybe holding their arms, 
when suddenly they realize they have on- 
ly a dress sleeve in their hands. Clothing 
of both men and women will be found 
lying on streets and elsewhere. Cars will 
be found wrecked on the highways but 
no one will be found in them, for we 
shall be changed in a moment in the 
twinkle of an eye (I Cor. 15:51-52). As 
Christ left the grave clothes in the tomb, 
we will leave ours wherever we are when 
He comes. In Luke 17:34-36 He says two 
men will be in one bed, “one taken, and 
the other shall be left. Two women shall 
be grinding together; the one shall be 
taken, and the other left. Two men shall 
be in the field; the one shall be taken, and 
the other left. 

Many Scriptures hint that He will 
come as a thief. I Thes. 5:1-4. He tells us 
the day of the Lord. cometh as a thief 
in the night.” The thief comes before the 
destruction or tribulation, as seen in 
verse 8. The thief usually comes at the 
darkest hour of the night. We are now 
living in the darkest time of this world’s 
history. Are we expecting the return of 
the Lord? When the thief comes he does- 
nt get the bulky things, but he takes the 
valuable things. When Christ comes He 
will not take the bulk of this world, but 
the jewels (Mal. 8:17) which is the 
church or saints. 

When He was taken up, only His fol- 
lowers saw Him. When He comes for 
the church, or the rapture, He will come 
as He went away; only His follow- 
crs will see Him. (Heb. 9:28) “And 


unto them that look for Him shall He 
appear the second time without sin unto 
salvation.” Revelation 1:7, says “He com- 
eth with clouds and every eye shall see 
Him. This is the last event of His second 
coming. This harmonizes with Revela- 
tion 19:11-16 and Matthew 24:27. “As 
the lightning cometh out of the east, and 
shineth even unto the west; so shall also 
the coming of the Son of man be. 


There were two events of Christ’s first 
coming. He came first secretly as a babe 
to the manger; only the wise knew of 
His coming. Thirty-three years later He 
came publicly into Jerusalem as_ king 
(Mark 11:1-11). So it will be with the 
second coming. At the first advent only 
the wise will know or be taken out. The 
wise are the people that are walking in 
the light as He is in the light. Daniel 12: 
10. This chapter is dealing with end- 
time prophecies and the coming of the 
Lord. This tenth verse says “the wicked 
shall do wickedly and none of the wicked 
ed shall understand; but the wise shall 
understand.” 

The wise or righteous will be taken 
out at the rapture, and will be hid away 
somewhere in the heavens at the mar- 
riage of the Lamb where we will receive 
our rewards or official positions to rule 
and reign with Him during the one- 
thousand-year reign on earth. During this 
time the world is going through its time 
of tribulation. This is made very clear in 
Isaiah 26:20-21. “Come, my people, enter 
into thy chambers, and shut thy doors 
about thee; hide thyself for a little mo- 
ment, until the indignation be overpast. 
For, behold, the Lord cometh out of His 
place to punish the inhabitants of the 
earth for their iniquity; the earth also 
shall. disclose her blood, and shall no 
more cover her slain.” This doesn’t seem 
like His children will be tormented with 
His indignation or tribulation. It will 
be from three and one-half to seven years 
after the rapture, when the Lord will 
come with ten thousands of His saints, 
to execute judgment upon all (Jude 14- 
15). And this is what we see in Revela- 
tion 19:11-16. 


Many take Matthew 24-21-22 and use 
this to put the saints through the tribula- 
tion. Here He refers to the great tribula- 
tion. He says, “except those days should 
be shortened there should no flesh be 
sived: but for the elect’s sake those days 
shall be shortened.” It is true that all the 
saved are the elect of the Lord. But at 
the beginning of the tribulation the gen- 
tile church is taken out, then all Israel 
will be saved, Rom. 11:25-26. In Mat- 
thew 24:22 He said, “Except those days 
should be shortened there should be no 
FLESH saved, here the stress is on the 
flesh. And in this 11th chapter of Ro- 
mans, Israel is not saved until after the 
rapture. It is Israel that will be preserved 
fleshly during the great tribulation, Rey. 
12:13-17. The woman is identified in

verse | by the sun, moon and twelve 
stars, and represents the entire house of 
Israel (Gen. 37:9). Israel is to populate 
the earth during the reign of Christ, and 
the raptured church will reign with 
Christ as kings and priests. Israel will be 
in the flesh,the church will be in glorified 
bodies. The tribulation is referred. to as 
Jacob’s trouble (Jer. 30:7) but he shall be 
saved out of it, fleshy (Matt. 24:22). 
Luke 21 is dealing with the coming of 
the Lord and tribulation. In verse 36, He 
tells us to “pray always, that ye may be 
accounted worthy to escape all these 
things that shall come to pass.” Would 
God ask us to pray to escape the tribula- 
tion if it were impossible to escape? 
Another promise, in Zephaniah 2:8, 
Seek righteousness, seek meekness: it 
may be ye shall be hid in the day of the 
Lord’s anger.” The secret of being ready 
for the rapture is to stay meek and right- 
eous before God. (2 Pet. 3:14). Seeing 
that ye look for such things, be diligent 
that ye may be found of Him in peace, 
without spot, and blameless. In Revela- 
tion 3:10 He says, “Because thou hast 
kept the word of my patience I also will 
keep thee from the hour of temptation 


(meaning tribulation) which shall come 
upon all the world, to try them that dwell 
on the earth.” Isvt this a wonderful 
promise of deliverance from the tribula- 
tion to them that keep His word? Revela- 
tion 2:22, is a hope for the sinful. The sin- 
ful will be cast into great tribulation 
except they repent of their sins. Isn't this 
a strong hint that if they will repent they 
won't have to go into tribulation? From 
the opening of the door in the fourth 
chapter of Revelation to the 19th chapter 
we don’t see the church. The great rap- 
tured company in Revelation 7:9 is not 
the church, but the tribulation saints. We 
see them as they were martyred and 
robed with white robes in the 6th chap- 
ter, verses 9-11. Many scholars believe 
the second chapter of 2 Thessalonians is 
dealing with the taking out of the church. 
Verse 3 refers to the coming of the man 
of sin, or Antichrist. Verse 7 teaches that 
there is a “He” that keeps him from com- 
ing. “Only He who now letteth will let, 
until He be taken out of the way.” The 
word letteth means hindereth. And the 
word let means hinder. The Holy Spirit 
is called He, so this can mean the Holy 
Ghost church. The church will have to 


The Power of the Church

(This article appeared in the Roseville 
newspaper, which each week prints a 
short digest of the Sunday sermon of a 
Roseville pastor. ) 

“But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you.” -Acts 
L:8. 

We want to emphasize the word 
power. The word comes from the same 
root from which we get the word dyna- 
mite. It brings the thought of divine en- 
ergy. There must be an energizing force 
in everything that has life. The church 
which Christ established was to be a 
living church. 

Jesus was going away and He wanted 
the apostles to reailze that to do the work 
He had for them to do He was going to 
provide an energizing force. This power 
was not human energy. 

This is the place many times where the 
church has failed. It attempts to do di- 
vine work with human energy. Thus the 
church is brought down to a human 
plane. Then human ambition, politics, 
etc. have come into the church. 

The power Jesus promised is the per- 
son of the Holy Spirit. In His human 
work, Jesus performed His ministry by 
the power of the Holy Ghost. 

While the Scriptures teach that Jesus 
was divine and that He was with God 
from the beginning, yet He was made 
like unto sinful man. He was born of a 
human mother, and thus the Son of God 
became the Son of Man. As the Son of 
Man His work was in the power of the 
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Holy Spirit. Acts 10:38, “How God an- 
ointed Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy 
Ghost and with power.” 


It is a wonderful thing to know that 
Christ promised to His disciples that the 
same Spirit that gave Him power should 
also come upon them. 

The Book of Acts is a record of the 
eccomplishments of this New Testament 
church which went forth in the power 
of the Holy Ghost. Every type of miracle 
performed by Jesus was performed by 
the apostles. 

There is no indication that Jesus ever 
intended that the power of the apostolic 
church was to cease with the apostles. 
Rather it was His intention that they 
should continue to go forth in the name 
of Jesus and the power of the Holy Spirit 
throughout the church age. 

If the church has lost its power it is 
not because Jesus intended for it to do 
so. Nor was it because there is no power 
for it. It is rather because men have come 
to depend upon their own efforts and 
bility and have neglected to wait upon 
God until they were endued with the 
Power of God. 

Church history has proven that when- 
ever the church has humbled itself and 
looked to God for help the Holy Spirit 
has been poured out and the church has 
gone forward. 

Apostolic methods will still bring 
apostolic results. The professing church 
todav needs to get back to dependence 
on God until it receives a new anointing 
of the power from on high. 


be taken out before the anti-christ can 
fully be revealed, and the Antichrist will 
be revealed before the great tribulation 
can begin. 

Let me conclude with two Old Testa- 
ment illustrations or types, Heb. 10:1- 
“For the law having a shadow of good 
things to come.” The Old Bible is made 
up of types and shadows of things which 
were to be revealed in the new. Moses 
died (Deut. 34:5), Elijah went up, or 
was raptured (2 Kings 2:11). In Mat- 
thew 17:1-4, when Christ was trans- © 
figured before His disciples, Moses and | 
Elijah both appeared in transfiguration 
with Christ. Moses was a type of the 
resurrected dead, Elijah a type of the 
raptured living, as it will take place. | 
(I Thess. 4:17). Enoch was taken out | 
(Gen. 5:24), Hebrews 11:5 says he was 
translated. In Genesis 7, Noah was car- 
ried through the flood, which was the 
wrath of God, and was placed on a judg- 
ment-cleansed earth. These two are | 
beautiful types: Enoch, of the church 
taken out just before the judgment, and | 
Noah saved through the judgment, or — 
wrath, is a picture of the nation of Israel — 
(the woman, Rev. 12:18-17) saved 
through the tribulation. 

Let’s not let our hearts be troubled 
ebout the tribulation, for our great God 
has made provision to lift us over it, 
cr out of it, and it may be verv soon. 
But those who are making their plans — 
to go through the tribulation may do 
so. For as your faith, so be it to you. | 
Luke 21.28, And when these things begin © 
to come to pass, then look up, and lift 
up your heads; for your redemption | 
araweth nigh. “I am looking for a great | 
victorious rapture, Praise God.”

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Brother Thurmond Was In Springfield In March 


As it was necessary for me to be in 
Springfield for a meeting of the Pensions 
Committee, it was my privilege to go 
a few days early and serve as representa- 
tive from our District at the Missionary 
Representatives Conference held March 
9 to 13. The majority of the Districts now 
have an appointed missionary secretary, 
or representative. It is the desire of the 
Missions Department that all the Dis- 
tricts have one, for missionary interests 
can be better correlated in arranging 
itineraries, in missionary conventions, in 
handling supplies, and in other ways 
expediting missionary activities. This 
arrangement also brings about a closer 
contact with the missionaries, and prop- 
er presentation of their needs can be 
made to the fellowship. 


A great deal of this work in our Dis- 
trict has been done the past few years 
through the Women’s Missionary Coun- 
cil. However, closer District contact can 
be had with missionaries in their going 
and coming, and further advantages can 
be realized in the interest of both the 
missionary and District as conferences 
are held and the advice and experience 
of the representatives and the Foreign 
Missions Department executives are ex- 
changed. 


We are in a strategic position here on 
the West Coast. At times we have a good 
number of missionaries in the District. 
It is desired that overlapping be avoided 
as much as possible. This can be done 
if the missionaries contact the District 
office, advising of their time to be in our 
territory. Until such a time as the presby- 
tery or District Council appoints or 
elects a District missionary representa- 
tive, we will endeavor to do what we can 
in conjunction with Mrs. Thurmond, the 
W. M. C. president, to assist the mission- 
aries and the churches to their mutual in- 
terests. 

The representatives conference was a 
real merit. It was felt that much good 
was accomplished through the bringing 
about of a better understanding of the 
needs, both from the missionaries’ and 
the District’s- point of view. Space does 
not permit a complete summary of the 
recommendations, but we believe real 
benefit will result from this second an- 
mal conference of representatives in the 
interest of foreign missions. 

The Pensions Committee met in two 
sessions with an insurance representative 
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who had a very interesting plan to pres- 
ent. He stayed over an extra day so that 
he and I could meet with the executive 
presbytery to present the plan to them. 
Favorable consideration was given to 
what was presented, and now another 
meeting is scheduled with representa- 
tives of this company and with agents of 
other companies on May 21 and 22 to 
look further into this matter of pensions. 
We trust the Lord will help us to get an 
acceptable plan for our fellowship. 

While in Springfield I was also privil- 
eged to attend a few meetings of the 
Sunday Schoal Convention. Great 
interest and enthusiasm is manifested 
throughout our movement, as evidenced 
by the thousands from all over the United 
States and Canada who come each year 
for this great convention. Much planning 
and effort are put into this event each 
year by the Sunday School Department 
in Springfield. A staff of trained workers 
is heard from; literature, programs, and 
helpful plans are to be had; and great 
morning and night mass meetings are 
held. Surely great good has come to the 
Sunday schools through the efforts put 
forth by the Department and the many 
District representatives.

There was very little of what we call 
vouth consciousness in those early days. 
We were conscious of Christ, and for 
Him and Him alone we could go through 
the fires of persecution and hatred for

His sake. It is a conviction of mine that 
the measure that we become Christ cons- 
cious we will lose that tendency to run 
with a group and be interested in an age 
bracket, and we will love all men and 
women, boys and girls with a like pas- 
sion and mingle together with perfect 
freedom. Religion is ageless, it is eternal. 

Some things that characterized that 
early revival movement stand out in my 
memory. One of them was the utter 
simplicity of the work. There wasn’t any- 
thing stilted or pretentious. If anybody 
was high-minded when he came in, he 
lost it before he went out. These peculiar 
folk seemed to know nothing and nobody 
but Christ. For a fellow to glory in his 
education, in his Greek, in his being able 
to quote Shakespeare, Tennyson and 
Byron, was out. Exaltation of Christ 
alone and a love for humility and sim- 
plicity characterized the work. 


Another distinctive quality of those 
early days was the dependence of the 
people upon the Spirit. We had to de- 
pend on the Lord. We didn’t have any- 
thing else. We didn’t have schools. We 
didn’t have much in the way of literature. 
We had few books. We all had a Bible, 
and everybody carried it to church and 
most everywhere. Everyone treasured 
that Book and would read it by the hour. 
I beliéve it was that almost universal 
sense of need that was back of the hung- 
er for truth and the spirit of prayer that 
was so much in evidence. As I look back, 
it seems to me that God was endeavoring 
to make His children strong by keeping 
them weak—if you can understand the 
seeming paradox. In speaking of good 
things long past, I always like to balance 
the picture by calling attention to trou- 
blesome human elements that were some- 
times much in evidence. Nevertheless, I 
am sure my young friends here will agree 
that there was something about that early 
clingine to Christ and that utter helnless- 
ness without the Spirit that we should re- 
capture and keep. 

I smiled today when one of our dear 
young folk was referring to times when 
the Spirit would come and knock the pro- 
gram out, but that is a good thing to 
have a program so that if the Spirit does- 
nt come you will have some direction 
and can go somewhere anyway. We all 
smiled at that. But really there is nothing 
wrong with a program. After all this is 
not a blueprint to run a meeting by if 
the Spirit doesn't help you. It is some- 
thing the Spirit must get into until every 
part of it is impregnated with spiritual 
power when those who sing are anointed 
with the Spirit, and those who pray are 
touched with holy fire, and those who 
speak, speak as the oracles of God.

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News From Northwest China and Tibet

I have just received a letter trom 
Brother James Vigna dated Labrang, 
January 8, 1951. Conditions in that 
region remind me of conditions in Jer- 
usalem as described in Acts 4:23-31. The 
Communist rulers are gradually showing 
their anti-God nature. 

Brother Vigna’s request for permission 
to go on a preaching tour during Christ- 
unas and New Year vacation was refused. 
Whether he will be allowed to visit 
Brother Plymire’s station later is doubt- 
ful. The China Inland Mission has de- 
cided to withdraw their missionaries, and 
the Swedish ambassador has advised 
their missionaries to do the same. 


All U.S. credits are frozen and checks 
can no longer be cashed. The manager 
of the Labrang bank informed Brother 
Vigna “that the government is putting 
controls on all funds being sent into the 
country whether for individuals or 
groups, churches included.” If, accord- 
ing to their view, the amount is too much, 
the excess will be taken to help the war 
eliort. That means the Communist rul- 
ers are confiscating the offerings sent 
from Amcrica to support our work and 
workers engaged in spreading the gos- 
pel and using them to provide the Red 
army fighting our soldiers in Korea with 
ammunition. Just like Satan! How thank- 
ful I am that the offerings I received in 
October had been received by Brother 
Vigna before the government took this 
action and are being used as the donors 
wished. But this is a. warning that the 
saints and assemblies in this favored 
land must do RIGHT NOW all they 
can to hasten world evangelization be- 
fore the doors close in other lands. The 
night cometh when it will be too late. No 
cne c3an say when other mission fields 
will close too. However, there is still a 
little hope that Brother Park in Hong- 
kong may be able to send funds _ to 
Brother Vigna.

GREETINGS FROM KOREA 

Chaplain Dudley Boyd has been in 
action areas and under fire in Korea 
during the war. The following is an 
excerpt from one of his letters: 

“The going has been very rough and 
hard for the fighting men as they con- 
tinue to advance over the rugged ter- 
rain, tramping for days through snow 
and mud, sleeping nights in their fox 
holes, with irregular meals, mostly cold. 
Their advance is always under murder- 
ous fire and hand grenading from the 
enemy. 

“The Lord is blessing His Word as 
it goes forth, and men are giving their 
hearts to Him in public and in private. 
Just yesterday morning a soldier came 
in for advice in writing a letter to his 
father from whom he has been estranged 
for years. We talked to him about for- 
giveness and God's forgiveness, and 
soon he was on his knees asking God 
to forgive his sins and to cleanse his 
heart through the precious blood of 
Jesus. 

“Nearly every service I give the men 
an opportunity to accept the Lord: as 
their personal Saviour and to repent 
of their sins. A goodly number responds. 
We hold service when we can, depend- 
ing on our continuous advance. Satur- | 
day I had two services, and one Sun- 
day, and will have two more tomorrow. 
In those three services there were 269 
men present, and out of that number, 
109 signified their acceptance of the 
Lord Jesus, by raising their hands and 
praying after me the penitent’s prayer. 
I wish there were time to deal with each 
one personally, but usually [ have to 
rush on to another service. I commit 
them into the hands of the Lord and 
help them later as training and fighting 
schedules permit.”
